DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/13/2010 has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

Claim 1 has been amended, claims 6, 10, and 16 have been cancelled; claims 
11,12, and 1 7-1 9 are withdrawn as non-elected claims; and claims 1 -5, 7-9, and 1 3-1 5 
remain for examination. Claim 1 is an independent claim. 

Status of the Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 1-5, 7-9 and, 13-15 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Japan patent publication 09-296214, thereafter JP'21 4 (With 
machine translation document) in view of Grell et al (US 6,682,227 B2, thereafter, 
US'227) has been withdrawn in view of the the amendment/remarks filed on 7/13/2010. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 11, 12, and 1 7-1 9 are cancelled because they are non-elected claims and 
the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 818.03(a)) 
according to the previous office action marked 7/10/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-9, and 13-15 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the independent claim 1, JP'214 teaches a method for solid forming 
and tempering treatment, capable of performing quenching at sufficient cooling velocity 
without causing distortion even in the case of a relatively thick material. JP'214 teaches 
molding-heat-processing, quenching while holding the material to treated between 
forming dies, and treating the material under the temperature of isothermal 
transformation region to obtain a martensitic structure. JP'214 teaching using carbon 
steel S70C (carbon is about 0.72wt%). The secondary prior art US'227 teaches using 
carbon steel with carbon for rolling bearing component application. However, the 
recorded prior arts do not specify that the heat capacity of mold is at least 90 times as 
greater as that of the thin component and limitation of the pressing pressure at least 
2.94N/cm 2 as recited in the instant claim. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delay, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
statement of Reason for Allowance".
